Sohe appointed atime fora sitting, I 
ought to say that my original design was 
to make a picture from a photograph, fearing 
that the president would not consent 
to a deliberate sketch, and I went to Washing- 
ton for the purpose of seeing Mrs. Cleveland 
that I might get some points about complexion 
and the like that phetographs do not give. 
Rut when lsaw herl was convinced at once 


that the project was hopeless without private | 


sittings; for the photographs are far from pre- 
senting a worthy likeness ofthe lady. There 
were sO many characteristic touches in her fea- 
tures that the photographs omitted entirely— 
you see the photographer uses his judgment in 
erasing lines that he might think weuld mar 
the beauty of the phete and as a matter of fact 
they frequently use such bad judgment in do- 
ing this that the character of the likeness is 
destroyed; you getthe features, the outlines 
perhaps, but the life is not there. I was anxious 
to produce a picture that should be what it pur- 
ported to be, and so dropped the photograph 
idea at once. Well, we came to the first sitting. 
Yeu-may be very sure it was the first time Mrs. 
Cleveland ever went through the experience; 
it was plain from the way she acted. She did 
not kuow what was expected of heror what 
was going to be done with her. She thought, 
however, that it was the simplest thing in the 
world to sit fer a picture, but I told her she 
would fall asleep from fatigue within a half an 
hour. And soshe would had 7 insisted that 
she sit se long. Iam ne hand, as some artists 
are, to entertain a subject with pleasant talk 
during the work. The duration of the first sit- 
ting was only ten minutes and I confined my- 
self to making rapid sketches. This was early 
in September, I went to Washington twice 
after that for sittings, and the time occupied 
was about twenty minutes or half an hour each 
time.

E CONDITION THE NAVY.

Department Hun Within the Expend- 
itures. 

WaAsnIncTon, December 3.—The annual re- 
port of the secretary of the navy was made 
public today. He urges a reorganization of the 
department. Hie has lately put-in force cer- 
tain changes looking io that end. In regard to 
the failure of the new cruisers to attain the 
hoped-for speed, it is pointed out that the re- 
quirements of commercial ships and war ships 
are entirely different, and that for years this 
couniry has not been building war ships. Asa 
result our builders have fallen behind those of 
Europe in the experience necessary for perfect 
work. The contracts for the new armor clads 
have been thrown open to allship-builders, and 
$15,000 compensation has been offered as com- 
pensation for any accepted design. Theamount 
of the-appropriations applicable to the current 
CXPCRSCS of the navy for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1886, was $14,050,103.62, 

In the adjustment of the accounts for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1586, and after pay- 
ing all liabilities for the year, it is believed that 
there will be an unexpended balance of from 
$600,000 to $650,000, about one-half of which is 
pay of the navy and pay of the marine corps, 
showing an expenditure of about $13,500,000,

ations. ‘These amounts do not include the ex- 
penditures for stee! cruisers and completion of

Of the amount appropriated for the current 
expenses of the present fisgqil year, there has

+ 698,603.94. or $587,160.45 less than during the 


same period of the past fiscal year. 

For the first time in many years the ordinary 
expenditures of the department have been key 
within the appropriations, 

The secretary of navy today issued an order 
directing that on January Ist, next, all stores 
and supplies and the records of all property and 
plants at the navy yards and stations belonging 
to the navy department, with the exception of 
vessels aud-stores and supplies coming under 
cognizance of the bureau of medicine and  sur- 
gery and of the marine corps, be transferred to 
the bureau of provision and clothing. 

An officer of the pay corps is to be 
designated as a general store keeper 
at each ard and station to 
take charge of the stores. Civil employes and 
laborers copnected with the accounts aud care 
of steres and supplids will be transferred to the 
office of the general storekeeper and their 
names will be continned ou the rolls of the 
bureau of provision and clothing. On board 
yeesels all equipment outits and supplies are 
to he transferred to pay officers. All conflicting 
orders are repealed.

A NASHVILLE BLAZE.

Over a Hundred Bales of Cotton Burned 
at Nashville, 

NASHvyiiziE, Tenn., December 3.—A _ disastr- 
ons fire occurred out at the Decatur depot today, 
which destroyed or damaged about 120 bales of 
cotton and burnt several flat cars. The 
alarm was responded to by a South Nashville 
engine and a hook and ladder company imme- 
diately, and they succeeded in checking the 
flames, but not until eighty bales had been tot- 
ally ruinet? and forty others damaged. The 
fixe origifted, it is thought, from the sparks of 
a passing €ngine. The cotton bad been in the 
depot a short time and came from Pulaski, 
Tenn., and f[Athens, Ala, 

That lost was consigned mostly to Dobbins & 
Dazy and Gilbert & Parkes. Dobbins & 
Dazy’s loss was fully covered by insurance, but 
the others, it is understood, carried none what- 
ever. The property, not having been delivered, 
it is a question which may be disputed whether 
the railroad is still responsible under its duties 
asa carrier. The total damage, including the 
two flats and the other injured cars, was in the 
neighborhood of S40, 000.

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COTTON ON FIRE

NEw York, December 3.—Fire broke out 
this morning on the lighter Ino, which was re- 
ceiving a cargo of cotton from the Charleston 
line on dock pier 29, East river.

General Bransart Von Schellen- 
dorif, Prussian minister of war, advocated for 
the government the passage of the bill, He 
said: 

Despite her pacific policy, Germany may, within 
a measurable time, be involved in war. For the 
momentsuch danger dees not threaten, but the 
present. epoch is most diflicult. It is most natural 
that we should compare our war strength with that 
of France. With. less inhabitants than German 
France has a higher peace effective force. Sha 
we allow ourselves to be outstripped by a neighbor- 
ing state in which we cannot perceive 
that the degree of abstinence from _prepa- 
ration for war and that peacefu 
disposition necessary to enable us to liye in peacel 
The bill is of a most urgent character. The reich- 
stag must pass this measure before Christmas if the 
pur pore of the government is to be attained. [Sen- 
Savion. 

Let any one who regards the additional burdens 
on the people as unbearable, acquaint himself 
with the state of affairson the other side of the 
Vosges. The.govermment is. in earpest. It does 
not.ask for more than it intends to accept.”

Avaverta, Ga., December Figgseganen Rado 
third session owas called to order at 
9:30 a. ™,, with Bishop MeTyeirc 
in the chair. Religious exercises were 
ccnduéted by Professor C. E. Dowman, of 
Emory college. The minutes were read and 
approved, A letter was read from Rev. W, A 
Candler and one from Rev. 0. P. Fitzgerald, D° 
D., editors of the Nashville Christian Advo- 
cate. A committee on conftrence colportage 
was ordered to be appointed. Joseph A. Tim- 
merman was transferred from the North Mis- 
sissippi conference and Professor Charles E.

The bishop, before taking up the ' examina- 
tion of:the characters of the elders, said that 
the Methodist church was the only one which 
passed annually on the characters of their min- 
isters, and so when they go 0 it they pass with 
the seal of the church uponthem.

In the able Sunday school address of Rey. A. 
G. Haygood, LL. D., he touched on many diffi- 
culties in thisimportant field. He said he was 
glad to know that the church now believed and 
knew that children could be converted, and 
that they needed to press the claims ofthe 
children. He spoke in caustic tones of the 
loose manner in which libraries were selected 
for the Sunday schools. He told. ofa superin- 
tendent in the west who asked that plenty of 
stories of life among the Indians, and the lives 
of cowboys be-put in for they like them, he 
said. He likes the system of internationai 
lessons, but is opposed to their system of select- 
ing the lessons. He thinks it is 
unfortunate to jump from one part of the Bible 
to another, as it gives the children the wrong 
idea of the Bible, does not show the beautiful 
relation existing between the parts. He thinks 
it justas bad as for a teacher to skip the 
echolar from part to part of the arithmetic. 
The Bible is a beautiful system, and ought to 
be brought thus clearly before the scholars. He 
protested against half converted teachers, for 
they could have no good influence. 

He spoke of the necessity not only to secure 
the conversion of children, but also that they 
ehould be trained in the “natural virtues.” as 
the old writers call them. He meant by these, 
persistence, reliability, fortitude, putience, 
courage and such. His words were uttered 
with such force, that there were responses from 
ail yarts of the house. He held that if children 
could not stay to church service and Sundav 
s hool, they had better miss the latter, a; jess 
in importance. He insisted on their being 
taught the love of the house of God. His 
address was powerful, and produced a breeze of 
convereatian.

She 
is just eighty years old, and was married on 
November 17 to Captain John Lowe, of that 
city, aged eighty-two years. He has been 
blind for ten or twelve years, but is possessed 
of means suflicient to take care of his new wife 
in tine shape. The mischievous young people 
of Key West presented the newly married 
couple with a tiny little toilet set. 

On Thursday night last, the dwelling house 
of Mr, William Martin on his plantation three 
miles west of Sandersville, narrowly escaped 
being burned. Séed cotton amounting to from 
twenty-five to thirty bales was stored in some 
of the rooms, the others having lately been 
occup ed by Mr. W. Hi.

The Macon and Covington Ratlroad 
Charter. 

There is a matter before the legis!ature 
that appears to us to involve the good faith 
of the state. Several months ago, acting 
under a general railroad law passed by the 
state, some northern capitalists began the 
construction of the Macon and Covington 
road. They have spent in the state of Geor- 
gia something over a half million dollars in 
money. 

This general law chartering railroads, 
which passed the legislature in due form, 
was an incentive to capitalists to invest in 
building roads in this state. It was a sol- 
emn act. and to its maintenance; with all 
the rights it offered to those accepting its 
invitation, the honor of the state is pledged. 
Under this law the Macon and Covington 
people came into Georgia and have spent their 
money. They were proceeding to build a road 
southward from Macon, as well’as toward 
the north, when they were stopped by a 
temporary injunction granted to another 
company which claimed to have chartered

Senator Sherman, who has been trying for 
Reveral years to place his icy hand on the 
republican nomination for president, has just 
arranged, in a free and familiar talk with U. 
©. McBride, the Washington correspondent, 
a brand new platform of principles. Of 
course, nothing is said about John’s ambition, 
but his talk is evidently made for the pur- 
pore of feeling the public pulse. Moreover, 
his platform is on wheels, and if it doesn’t 
suit the republican voters, it can easily be 
trundied out of the way to make room for 
another. John strives to please, and he is 
willing to stand on any platform that prom- 
ises to give him the republican nomination 
for president. 

What is Senator Sherman's platform? 
Briefly stated, it is this: With respect to the 
national hank problem, he would solve it by 
basing their circulation on the outstanding 
4 and 44 per cent bonds, allowing the banks 
to issue notes up to the market value of these 
bonds, this value to be ascertained once a 
year. This, it will be seen, merely postpones 
a_solution of the problem, which is not much 
of a problem after al). He proceeds on the 
theory that the banks are compelled to have 
a circulation, whereas a great many of the 
best managed banks have been engaged du- 
ring the past two or three years in steadily 
decreasing their circulation, and but for the 
issue of silver certificates this decrease would 
have made itself felt in the contraction of 
the currency. 

With respect to the surplus revenue, Mr. 
Sherman would reduce it by cutting down 
the tax on bank circulation from one per 
cent to one-half of one per cent. He would 
reduce the tax on tobacco one-half, and put

Sition would be substantially true if made in re- 
guid to the other southern states, and it probably 
would not have to be shaded much to apply to the 
northern states as well. It cannot be said that the 
jaw anywhere treats the poor man quite as it does 
the rich, but the unanimity with which its weight 
falls upon the colored and poor white trash offend- 
The Whig, which is 
now a democratic journal, wisely calls for more 
variety among the convicts. 

It will he recollected that only the other 
day the Chicago Knighis of Labor, in pro- 
testing against the condemnation of the 
anarchists, used similar language. They 
expressed the belief that courts everywhere 
are manipulated in the interests of the rich. 

If these charges were truc, nothing could 
save this country from a revolution in the 
near future. But they are not true. 

Rich raseals would not now be spending 
their lives in Canada if they did not fear the 
courts of the northern and middle states. A 
nillionaire is now an inmate of a Pennsyl- 
vania penitentiary. So many wealthy bank- 
ers and politicians—have been sent to prison 
in New York and Boston, that very few 
oftenders wait to stand their trial if they 
have an opportunity of leaving the country. 

In the south, our percentage of crime 
among the whites is small, but nowhere in 


the law more closely, and in no section of 
the union is executive clemency more diffi- 
cult to obtain. 3 

The courts are the best, purest and strong- 
est feature in our government. So long as 
they continue to administer the law the 
country is safe from rich rascals and desper- 
ate ruffians. Only demagogues say that 
the rights of the poor are not respected. 
There never was a time when the poor had 
more rights, or were better organized, or 
were better prepared to hold their own. 
They have a big share in our government, 
and to a great extent make it just what it is.

FILIBUSTER. 
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How General William Walker Impressed 


One of His Soldiers. 
From the New Orleans Times-Democrat, 
The following interesting letter was sent re- 
cently by Mr. C. W. Doubleday, of this city, to the 


fan Francisco Chronicle: 
. To the editor of the Chronicle—I find In the 
Chronicle’s notice of my book, “Reminiscences of 


the Filibusters’ Warin Nicaragua,"’ a suggestion 


that more of the personal traits of that remarkable 
man, Colonel William Walker, would haye been 
acceptable. Though not assuming to be his biog- 
rapher, it is nevertheless pleasant to be able to 
testify in favor of the man who, though, as the poet 
justly says, 
‘‘Te died in all disgrace,” 

could nevertheless exercise such control and fasci 
nation over men—not all of whom were ‘‘desper- 
ate adventurers,’ but some of whom were men of 
character and intelligence—that they willingly 
threw themselves in the deadly-breach and-died 
for him or at his beck, satisfied that an approving 
nod would be accorded their memories. 

Men like Walker have their faults. They are 
accented when they fail of the accomplishment of 
their tasks,and their virtues are rarely known. 
His great exemplar, the first Napoleon, though 
equally remorseless and conscienceless in the path 
of ambition, was vain, egotistical and sensuous 
but he conquered nearly all of Europe, and the 
memory of his glory is everywhere preserved, while 
his crimes are but dimly remembered. 

Colonel Walker was aman of constitutionally 
temperate habits, mild of speech and demeanor, 
though lacking inthe personal grace that adds a 
charm to the culture and innate refinement which 
he unquestionably possessed. His expression of 
approval or the announcement of a death sentence 
was equally calm of tone and enunciation, but men 
would leap intoa fiery blast of shot and shell for 
the former, and suffer more than the mere pangs of 
death at the latter. He wasa visionary and yeta 
man of action, a by no means uncommon combina- 
tion of character. A-certain intellectuality hard 
and insensible as polished steel, marked his actions 
and impulses, and yet he exercised a magnetic 
power over more sensitive organizations such as is 
rarely witnessed, 

But the cohesive power by which he attracted 
individuals did not hold good for masses of men 
not directly under his influence. He was a soldier 


_raitherin the sense} of a fighter than as an organi- 


zer, and as he failed to bind men to him by perma- 
nently consulting their interests in connection 
with his own, the results of success won by indom- 
itable valor and energy did not inhere for any last- 
ing benefit. : 

As a southern man his love for the fmstitution of 
slavery came as near being a pronounced senliment 
ss apything in his unsentimental nature, and on 
this rock his fortunes and his life were wrecked. 
The native chiefs, military and political, sof Nica- 
raugua would have condnned almost ,any. act of 
oppression from the stranger rather than cither 
faction wouid have submitted to be governed by 
the other. Buta limit was reached when the col- 
ored blood, which runs in the veins of nine-tenths 
of the population, was decreed-a barrier to civil 
rights. 

To Walker their hostile attitude on this question 
was as the clarion to the war charger. Even the 
withdrawal of northern capital and the clamor of 
the sentiment of the world, as expressed through 
the press, failed to dismay him. The southern 
states stood by him in sentiment, though not in 
men or means, and his indomitable spirit sought to 
overcome a world in moral and physical opposition. 
He failed, as in this day all must who attempt the 
suppression of popular ideas, Nicarauga whs profit-

That would certainly be an improvement 
upon the present system, andit might meet the 
demands of the State Agricultural society’ for ex- 
perimental farms; but we would prefer that the 
experiment of macadamizing the public roads 
should have this preliminary trial, so that the leg- 
islature could see and know its benefits when it has 
to act on this question two years hence. The em- 
ployment of thirty or forty of the convicts in expe- 
rimental farming, assuggested by the governor 
would not be objectionable; but we imagine that 
the agricultural society never contemplated, and 
the farmers ofthe state would not approve, the 
employment of _ all the 1,500 or 2,000 
convicts in agricultural labor. It would 
again bring them into competition with the free 
labor of the state, increasing the cotton production 
(already too large) if engaged in the cultivation of 
that staple; and seriously affecting the supply and 
price of cereals, etc., in the immediate localities of 
the farms if otherwise employed. And should all 
the cotton states adopt a similar penitentiary sys- 
tem, the detriment of over-production would be 
still greater. We prefer the road improvement 
experiment, becanse we think the experiment 
should haye in view the permanent employment 
of all the convicts, and we do not think that it 
would be to the interest of the state or the people 
to employ them permanently in agriculture,

MR. EAGER’S TESTIMONY. 


| WHAT HE HAD TO SAY BEFORE 


THE COMMITTEE, 


The testimony of Mr. George RB. Eager before 
the legislative investigating committee as published 
in yesterday's CoXstITUTION contained some tuac- 
curacics, 

As Mr. Eager’s testimony was important, a correct 


transcript of the leading points touched upon bas 


been secured and is presented below. 

Mr. Eager said he knew Mr. James P. Warrison, 
Bome time in the spring of 1885 he came to Marietia 
to see me, and asked if I, as treasurer representing 
the American Marble company, would not join 
with the Perseverance Mining company and the 
Georgia Marble company for the purpose of securing 
the legislation to have the contract changed for the 
building of the state capitol so as to have Georgia 


- marble used in ite construction, instead of oolitic 


Hmestone, Mr. Harrison showed me a contract 
which he had drawn up which he wanted the 
three companies tosign. He wasavery urgent to 
have our company go intothe scheme. I do not 
recollect the exact termsofthe contract, but the 
purport was that the three companies should join 
a pooland make 4n effort to secure the necessary 
legislation, dividing the expenses of the legislation 
equally between them; also ifthe legislation was 
secured that: they were to join in their bid for the 
material, charging a good price for it, and to 
divide whatever profits there might be in it. 
He stated that he thought the agree- 
ment as drawn would be satisfactory to Mr. Clem- 
ents, and wanted me to see Mr. Clements about it. 
Itold Mr, Harrison that I did not think our company 
wanted my rs, to do with it, but that I had no 
objections to talking with Mr. Clements, but had 
no idea that Mr. Clements would go into the 
scheme, I asked Mr. Harrison what he thought 
would be the expense of the legislation. He said 
he did not think it would exceed four thousand 
dollars. I asked him how he was going to spend 
the money, and he said in attorney's fees, etc. 

In answer to a question Mr. Eager stated that he 
was the manager of the American marble company 
in Georgia. He stated thathe talked the matter 
over with Mr. Clements, and they both declined to 
have anything to do with the scheme. 

In reference to the interview published in THE 
CONSTITUTION, he stated that soon after Governor 
McDaniel and his arty returned from the inspec- 
tion of the railroad, the company was served with a 
writ of injunction restraining them and the state 
treasurer from turning over the bonds which 
they were entitled to on account of the com- 
pletion of the road. He stated that the injunction 
was granted by Judge Fain, and that the writ was 
handed to him by the superintendent of the road, 
and thaton reading the writ he was very much 
provoked atit. He concluded to go to Atlanta and 
see Captain Howell, and show it to him, and tell 
him all about how the company and its people had 
teen harrassed by frivolous law suits by Mr. Har- 
rison, General Phillips and others. Mr. Howell 
secmed surprised, and asked him why he had not 


told him about these troubles _ before. 
Captain Howell asked me if Judge 
Brown was disqualified? I told him 


that I thought not; that only a week before he had 
held in the Gilmer county court that he w snot, 
Captain Howell then asked if I thought vudge 
Brown would be willing to say so in writing. I told 
him I thought he would; that I would send to him 
and sce, Captain Howell then said: You get 
Judge Brown's statement in writing that he is not 
disqualified, then take it to Judge Fain, and if 
upon seeing it Judge Fain does not poner dis- 
solve the injunction you may know there is some- 
thing wrong. I told Captain Howell that I felt sat- 
isfied that Harrisomwand his associates were merely 
trying to get a delayin the settlement with the 
state, so as to get the matier before the legisla- 
ture again. I told _ hil that Harrison 
had been the means of frivolous lawsuits in 
which almost every allegation was false; by these 
means trying to force the read to build a branch to 
his quarries, or pay him and his associates large 


sums of money to have suits dismissed: also he had 


threatened to make trouble for us in the state debt 
matter; that I was satisfied that this last suit of in- 
The hearing 
for the injunction was set forthe 8th, which was 
after the meeting of the legislature. I told Captain 
Howell I did not want to go into public print about 
the matter, as it might injure our credit. Captain 
Howell said that he would do nothing it hurt the 
credit of the enterprise that | represented, 

A cay or two after this I received the aflidavit 
from Judge Brown to the effect that he was not dis- 
qualified. I took it to Atlanta, showed it to Cap- 
tain Howell, and he‘told me to take it to Judge 
Fain,and that if he was disposed todo right hewoud 
dismiss the bill at once on seeing it. I then took it 
tomy attorney, Mr. Hoke Smith, and after looking it 
over carefully, he said that Judge Fain should dis- 
solve the weperery restraining order at once upon 
seeing that affidavit, and advised t 
I go to Cartersville and see Judge 
Fain that night, stating that he could not go, but 
advised my taking one of our other attorneys with 
me. Wewent to Cartersville that night where 
Judge Fain waf, made known our errand to Judge 
Fain, and he objected to dissolve the restraining 
order, although admitted that he had no jurisdic- 
tion. We urged upon him that, having no jurisdic- 
tion, the injunction was void and he should dis- 
solve it. He refused, but issued = an 
order for a hearing the follawing Monday. 
On the Monday following, our attorney appeared 
befored Judge Fain at Cartersville, and aftera long 
hearing Judge Fain again refused to recind the re- 
straining order, and appointed another hearing on 
Wednesday the 3d, atthe state library, at which 
Judge Harrell appeared as attorney for Mr. Harri- 
sop, and after another long hearing, which lasted 
until after the legisiature had convened, he finally 
dissolved the restraining order for the want of juris- 
diction. The case was then carried to the supreme 
court on a writ of supersedeas. The following 
morning Judge Harrell, Mr. Harrison’s attorney, 
oflered his resolution in the legislature. 

In answer to a question, Mr. Eager explained the 
circumstances of Mr. Bisancr’s affidavit, and stated 
with Mr. Bisaner 
about the matterwas at the state library, where he 
met Mr. Bisaner. Mr. Bisaner first asked him how 
the injunction suit was getting on. I told him all 
right, I thought. He then said something about 
Judge Fain being interested with Harrison. 
asked him how? He wentonand told me about 
the same as stated in his affidavit. I then saw 
what I thought was the reason why Mr. Harrison 
bad trought these cases before Judge Fain. Shortly 
after seeing r. Bisaner met Cap- 
tain Howell, and told him what Mr. Bisaner 
had said. Hesaid that wasastartling statement 
and if true went to show why Mr. Harrison carrie 
the cases before Judge Fain. He asked if I thought 
Mr. Bisaner would reiterate the statement. I told 
him I thought he would, as he seemed anxious to 
tell me. I returned to the state house where I met 
Mr. Bisaner again and asked him if he was willing 
to tell to Captain Howell what hehad told me. He 
said he was perfectly. I went with him to Captain 
Howell’s office, and he told Captain Howell the 
same rs he told me. Captain Howell asked if he 
was willing to make an affidavit to these facts? Mr. 


pone dhe was perfectly willing to do so at 
eny time. 
Mr. Eager stated that some two or three days 


afier this he met Mr. Bisaner at his cousel’s office, 
and Mr. Bisaner, of hisown free will, made the 
affidavit. 

Mr. Fager was asked to give in detail some of the 
suits which he had been speaking about, and he 
went on to staie when he first came to Geo 
General William Phillips was interested with him

DIPTHTHERIA AND COAL OIL 


EE 
Is the Disease Due to ‘the Increased Use of 
the Fuel?—A Physician’s Theory. 

RicuMonD, Ind., December 3.—A prominent 
physician of this city is arguing that the burn- 
ing of kerosene oil bas a great deal to do with 
the prevalence of diphtheria. He said to an 
Enquirer man this afternoon: “I think I have 
demonstrated the correctness of my theory by 
inquiry into 102 cases that have occurred in 
this city between November Ist, 1885, and No- 
vember Ist, 1626. In ninety-six cases I found 
the patient belonged to families using coal oil 
only, and five to families using both coal oil 
and gas. I have no doubt that. while the 
cause of the reappearance of the dis- 
ease from year to year has been due to the use 
of coal-oil for lighting purposes, the large 
increase this year, and its unusual prevalence 
during the summer mouths, is owing to the 
largely increased use of gasoline (a product of 
coal-oil) in gasoline cooking stoves. I know of 
halfa dozen instances in this city where diph- 
(heria has appeared in families after they began 
the partail use of coal-oil. J have no doubt 
either that the increase of pneumonia, which 
has increased 300 or 400 per cent since the 
mnireduction of coal-oil, is largely owing to its 
use. 

‘Liis is something new in a way of a theory, 
butthe physician appears greatly in earnest, 
and will give the matter a thorough investiga- 
tion. 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Public. School Directors Sustained by Law 
in Their Action,

school building in that district to be used 
four months in each year for parochial school 
purposes free of rent. The suit was 
brought in May last to test the right of direc- 
tors to permit such use of the public school 
building and a temporary injtinction was issued 
by Judge Brown restraining them from so do- 
ng until the matter could be passed upon. O1 
he final hearing today, his honor 
dissolved the injunction and _ dismis e!

been in the building one hundred and ten days 
in each year in compliance with the statute, 
that the directors had the right to permit the 
occupancy of buildings for parschial school pur- 
pores the balance of the year, and that thoir 
action during the past eleven years was war- 
rented by law.

Fcnitentiary Camp No. 8 Permite Nineteen Convicts 
to Escape, and the Governor Sues for Three 
Thousand, Bight Hund: ea Dollara, Their 
Value to the State by the Coutrac«.

A suit in which Gevernor John B. Gordon is 
both plaintiff and defendant was filed in the 
clak’s office of the superior courtof Fulton 
county yesterday, 

‘The suit is against penitentiary company No. 
2, principal, and B. G. Lockett, of Dougherty 
county, 5. A. Jordan, of Bibb county, W. B. 
Lowe, of Fulton county, and John B. Gordon, 
of DeKalb county, securities, and by it Hon, 
John B. Gordon, governor, hopes to secure to 
the state of Georgia the payment of $3,800. The 
declaration sets forth the fact that on the first 
day of June, 1876, the state through Hon. Jas. 
M.Smith, then governor, leased to penitentiary 
company No. 2 convicts, and that the lessees 
agreed in the contract to pay to the state the 
sum of two hundred dollars for each 
convict that eseaped before his term expired 
unless he was rearrested and returned to 
prison. A copy of the contract between the 


state and the lessees is attached to the bill, and- 


in it Messrs. Lockett, Jordan, Lowe and Gor- 
don appear as trustees for the faithful perform- 
ance of the contract on the part of the com- 
pany. 

Since the contract went into effect, the bill 
asserts, nineteen able-bodied convicts have 
cecaped through the carelessness of the lessees 
and are still at large. By the terms of the 
agreement the company owes the state 
$.00 for each convict, and is, therefore. 
indebted to the state in the sum 
of $5,500.
